child was sickly from the first and 
died from an abscess In the head.

a Depth of Forty-One 
Inches. 


MAKES 
DIGGING SLOW WORK. 


Still the Farmer* Say They Will Sow 


Oats Within Ten Daya. 


The frost is practically out of the 


ground in some places, but there are 
spots where the frost still shows no 
signs o£ disappearing. 
' Yesterday the workmen began dig- 
ging- to put tn the sewer for the new 
building that Max Atlass will erect on 
Wabash aArenue. 
The building now 


occupied by Atlasa la on the, south 
side of the street. 
In the shade of that 
frtructuie and between It and the crub- 
slone the men weie excavating for the 
sewer 
They foond frost to a depth 


of three feet five Inches. After put- 
ting In the best pan of the day the 
men did not have a trench big enough 
for both to stand In arid dig. 
The 
contractor who was putting in the sew- 
er looked on and declared that frost 
to that extent was something that ho 
had not counted on when he figured on 
that job. 
There was something more than a 
mere trace of frost. The ground was 
solid find the men working there were 
compelled to use their picks con- 
stantly until they got below the froat 
line 
It is possible that this is one 


of the places a little favored in the way 
of protection, but it shows the depth 
to which the frost penetrated whan 
there was nothing to counteract its 
effect*. 
One of the men engaged hi 
the work was white with the weight Of 
years and he said that he did not know 
that he had ever heard of frost pen- 
etrating to that depth tn this section of 
thr country. 
The man who was to dig the cellar 


for the new Atlas* building, 80x70 feet, 
looked on and then said that he would 
•wait another week before he under- 
took his contract. 
At the- new addition of the Wabasft 


station the men digging said that they 
had encountered frost to a depth of 
ten Inches. 
At that place the frost

plan of selecting and nominating our

taken at the primary direct upon the

candidates, the one receiving 
the highest number of votes to be 
declared the nominee, and AS this ballot 
ti separate and to be cast in a separ- 
ate box from that of the delegate tick- 
et no Interest of vny local candidate 
con or need be affected. 
The difficulty that seems to arise, 
relates entirely to the candidacy of 
Col. Wamsr and Mr. Hamlln for gov- 
einor and the attitude that this coun- 
ty should assume towards their candi- 
dacy, especially as to the effect of 
that attitude upon our efforts to se- 
cure this congressional 
nomination. 
This is the important matter, and so 
serious is it that We must be candid 
with each other In its consideration. 


I have said In my former public state- 


ment that Ihave great respect and ad- 
miration for both of these gentlemen 
and that either would* make a most 
excellent candidate and If elected, a 
good governor, that we are not spe- 
cially obligated to either, at least not

The call for the primaries of May 2 


contained no provisions guaranteeing 
that my fi-iends should be allowed to 
name Judges in the several precincts 
and otherwise contained no guarantee 
of fairness in the conduct of the pri- 
maries.

STRIKE THE TALK 


Secretary Ryan Believea Illinois Mm> 
era Will Repudiate Oper- 
at»rar Offer. 


THE 
DELEGATES OPPOSED IT. 


In tha Rieant Convention Held at In- 
dianapolia, 


From views expressed yesterday by 


the state officers of the Illinois United 
Mine Workers and the delegates of the 
Springfield sub-district, upon their re- 
turn from tbe Indianapolis convention, 
there Is likelihood of a miners stiike, 
says the Springfield Journal. 
"The situation looks very bad " said 
Secretary William D. Ryan. The same 
expression was given by J. F, Morris, 
secretary treasurer of the Illinois Fed- 
eration of Labor, who was one of tlu> 
delegates to the convention. Neither 
of these men deslied to go into details 
on his opinion of existing conditions 


Both Mr. Ryan and Morris denouiuo I 
the story printed to the effect that 
the sentiment of the Illinois offlceis 
and delegates of the Springfield eub- 
dlstrlct Is strongly against a strike ot 
the miners In this state. 
The stoiy 


stated that Secretary Ryan, sub-dis- 
trict President Burns and President 
Reynolds all worked against the prop- 
osition of a strike. 
Against Wage Reduction. 
Mr. Ryan declared that the Illinois 


officers and the Springfield sub-dis- 
trict delegates had opposed a reduction 
In wages in trie committee meeting, In 
the joint convention and in their onn 
convention ' If they had 
worked 
against a strike. Mr. Ryffn pointed out 
It would mean they favored a reduction 
in wages. 
The question of declaring a strike 


Is now up to the miners. 
By almost 
unanimous vote the delegates et the 
Indianapolis convention rejfei.ed this 
question to their locals. The ultimatum 
of the operators will be referred to 
the miners In the districts where con- 
tracts expire on April 1 to determine 
by ballot whether they will reject or 
accept the proposition. 


Mitchsll Opposes a Strike. 
President Mitchell 
has urged 
the 
miners to accept the ultimatum of the 
operators for a reduction of 6} per 
cent. 
If the miners refu&e It Is re- 


ported th it Mitchell may resign hH 
office. 
The ballot will be taken on 
the afternoon of March 15, between 
the hours of 1 and 6 o'clock. The mines 
will be Idle on that afternoon, In order 
to give every one an opportunity to 
vote who desires to do so. The ballots 
will then be sent to Indianapolis and 
will be opened on the afternoon of 
March 17 by the national tellers fot the 
purpose of counting the vote. 
It seemj to be the general Opinion 


In Illinois that the eastern operators 
particularly those Interested in the 
so-called PHUburg 
combine, would 


like to see ft Strike 
It Is asaerted that 
they have been piling up coal on the 
lake dock*,until they are prepared with 
an amount estimated at 4,000,000 tons 
to supply Ihelr trade. 
A strike in Il- 
linois, Ohio, 
Indiana and 
western 
Pennsylvania, It Is said, would net sev- 
eral million dollars for the eastern 
operators.

At 6 o'clock 
the trotter gets carrots and oats again, 
and another meal of the same sort at 
9 SO o'clock, after which Lou Dillon 
goes to bed well wrapped in blankets. 
Speaking of the characteristics 4>f 
.he trotting queen, 
Millard Sanders 
says that in her races Lou Pillon, 
comes to the starting point with a hop, 
skip and a jump, all wrong from the 
orthodox point of view, but all right 
for Lou Dillon 
In another 
horse 
such conduct 


would be most 
reprehensible, 
and 


would pressage badly for steadiness In 
a race Lou Dillon is so high strung, 
so full of strength, that she simply 
can t hold herself, she must dance and 
piance But once in the race, no horse 
ever goes truer than Lou. The word 
driver, though the proper technical 
name, conveys a false Idea concerning 
:he person who sits behind Lou in her 
•aces She isn't usually driven at all; 
she knows nothing of the whip and 
ittle of the bit She is given her own 
way, 
with the reins slack on her back, 


and the man behind simply gives a 
word of advice at critical points.

Practically everything 


contained in the emergency ward of a 
well-eeiuipped hospital is to be found 
among the stores In the sergeant-at- 
arm's desk. Within, the short time the 
"sick bay' has been In operation the 
lives of several members have been 
saved and tnany others have secured 
relief until they could be removed to 
thlr homes. 
Dr. Wilson, ifr-the founder and the 
head of the hospital annex to the house. 
He is personally 
Known to ail the 


members, having at Some time or an- 
other during his congressional service 
prescribed for them 
the
